Within the edifice, 
ithe consecration ceremonies proper 
will take place—the blessing of the 
\interior walls, the outlining of crosses 
‘upon the fixed altar and the anointing 
‘with holy chrism of the altar and 
‘various parts of the church. The cele- 
‘bration of Mass, attended by every 
fone present, following the consecra- 
‘tion of the altar, will conclude the 
ceremonies. 

With the consecration 
wig’s, two, only, of South 
eleven Catholic churches—St. Hed- 
\wig’s and St. Patrick’s (the latter 
‘consecrated about ten years ago)— 
have the distingtion of being conse- 
‘erated churches. The privilege of 
‘consecration is granted only when a 
church is free from debt. The ma- 
|jority of churches, in this part of the 
country, even though not burdened 
with debt, are dedicated or blessed 
ibut not consecrated. The blessing of 
a church “consists in the sprinkling 
with holy water and the recital! of 
prayers, thus making it a sacred 
place, though not necessarily forever 
devoted to sacred use.” Consecration 
differs from mere blessing in this, 
that it imprints an indelible character 
to the building by reason of which it 
may never be trans®erred to othe! 
i'than sacred uses.

San Antonio, Tex.—No such thing 


as a “plan for peace between church 


and state” in Mexico, “approved by 
the Pope,” was submitted by Areh- 
bishop Ruiz y Florez of Michoseain to 
General Obregon, former President 
of Mexico, as is stated in an article 
in the Chicago Tribune by George 
Seldes, the Archbishop himself, whe 
is now in exile here, told the N. C, 
W. C. NEWS SERVICE, recently. 

On the contrary, said His Grace, 
everything was left to the approval 
of the Holy See. 

Archbishop Ruiz believes that the 
Tribune writer may have been refer- 
ring to a memorandum on the 
Church's grievances against the Gov- 
ernment which Obregon solicited in 
March and which the Episcopal Com- 
mittee gave him. 

“This memorandum,” says His 
Grace, “left everything to the approv- 
al of Rome. Calles refused it.”
